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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed 8/13/2008 and Terminal Disclaimer filed 1 1/5/2008 
are acknowledged. Claim 39 is currently cancelled. Claims 40-43 and 45 are amended. 
Claims 1-38 and 46-56 were previously cancelled. Claims 40-45 are pending of which 
claim 43 is independent and the rest of the claims are its dependencies. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 40-45 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Referring claim 43, the prior art of record, either alone or combined, does neither 
anticipate or renders obvious a method for aggregating an e-commerce transaction, the 
method comprising, inter alia, as a whole, the steps of receiving, by a transaction 
aggregator, an electronic receipt in response to the e-commerce transaction by a 
purchaser, the electronic receipt describing a transaction to purchase a product b¥ the 
purchaser from a merchant, gathering, by the transaction aggregator, product 
information associated with the transaction comprising retrieving the product information 
from a manufacturer associated with the product in response to receiving the electronic 
receipt, wherein gathering product information comprises retrieving the product 
information from a group of sources comprising the merchant, a bank associated with 
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the purchaser, a manufacturer associated with the product, a manufacturer having 
accessories associated with the product, and a retailer having accessories associated 
with the product, and packaging, by the transaction aggregator, the product information 
with the electronic receipt to create an aggregated package to transmit to the purchaser. 

Note: The transaction aggregators as recited in claim 43 is a computerized 
apparatus, see Fig. 2, "210", comprising a receipt processor 220, receipt parser 222, 
information gatherer 224, packager 230, transaction authenticator 235 and package 
transmitter 240 communicating with merchant's server 140, purchaser's bank's server 
160, manufacturer's server 170 , etc. (see Fig.1. Also see the applicant's specification, 
page 12, paragraph 36-page 17, paragraph 47). 

The applicant's arguments filed 3/3/2008 (pages 6-7) are persuasive and 
compelling that the prior art of Flynn (US PG-PUB 2001 0023402A1) and Thomson et al. 
(US PG-PUB 20030061 1 04A1 ), alone or combined, neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious the limitations, as a whole, of claim 43. 

The prior art of Ohkawa et al. (US PG-PUB 20050240482A1 , Flynn, and 
Thomson et al. either alone or combined does not teach or render obvious retrieving the 
product information by a transaction aggregator, as referred to in claim 43, from all the 
sources comprising the merchant, a bank associated with the purchaser, a 
manufacturer associated with the product, a manufacturer having accessories 
associated with the product, and a retailer having accessories associated with the 
product in response to receiving an electronic receipt, by the transaction aggregator, 
related to an e-commerce transaction . 
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The reasons for allowance for the dependent claims 40-42 and 44-45 are same 
as set forth for the independent claim 43, as above.
